»ministry as a young man, he en- 
tered and graduated from the 
McCormick Theological Seminary 
of Chicago. He was a member 
of the Presbytery of the Connec- 
ticut Valley and of the Presby- 
terian Synod of New England. 
For many years he was the pas- 
tor of the Madison Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church in New York city 
and associated with Dr, Parkhurst. 
For ten years he served the Con- 
‘gregational Church of Westfield, 
and’ had also served in other 
“places. After his retirement, he 
came here for permanent resi- 
dence and in 1929 built the beau- 
tiful Shew home ion Main street. 
For a year he served as acting 
pastor of the local Congregation- 
al Church and in March 1932 was 
made an associate member and 
honored by resolution. For sev- 
eral terms he served ag a trus- 
tee of the Dickinson Library and 
in other capacities with local or- 
ganizations, Although retired, he 
was frequently called upon to fill 
the pulpits of other nearby 
churches and to engage in vari- 
ous ministerial functions. 
Surviving are his wife, Annie 
Woollscott Coe, and one daughter, 
Mrs. Mildred Coe Rapp of Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa.

Hermcn School for boys next 
week the Northfield Schools will 
enter upon their 63rd academic 
year. The opening day will find 
a full enrollment of over 500 
boys, with 232 new students reg- 
istering on September 9, and for- 
mer students registering on 
Thursday, the 10th. Classes will 
begin on Friday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 11. The faculty of Her- 
mon will assemble on Tuesday 
evening, the 8th, for their an- 
nual dinner and communion ser- 
vice, with Dr. William E. Park 
and Headmaster David R. Porter 
as speakers. 

Students at Mount Hermon this 
year include many from foreign 
countries as well as the more dis- 
tnat states. Among those from 
abroad are boys from Bermuda, 
Puerto Rico, Burma, China, Iran, 
Austria, Brazil, England, and 
Chile. 

With the departure of a num- 
ber of former Hermon faculty for 
service in the armed forces, Dr. 
Porter has announced the follow- 
ing addition to this year’s group: 
Dr. Lester H. Beals, formerly of 
the American Board Hospital at 
Wai, India, and the Pine Moun- 
tain Settlement, as school physi- 
cian; Robert C. Mildram of Nor- 
wmcod,;-~Bible department; William 
R. Rineer, formerly leader of the 
senior camp at Becket, and the 
Woodcrest high school, Delaware, 
science; Henry F. Sears of the 
Belmont Hill and Gunnery 
schools, French; Ralph P. Straetz, 
the English department; and 
Frederick G. Titcomb, formerly 
‘of Swarthmore Prep, St. Luke’s, 
and Marot Junior College, Span- 
ish.

Viebory gardens, boys and girls 
work and an augmented recrea- 
tional program will feature the 
43rd annual Franklin County Fair 
which will be held in Greenfield 
on September 14, 15 and 16. As 
usual the fair will open at 4 p. m.

On 
Tuesday a series of special events 
is planned starting at 9:30 in the 
morning to accommodate workers 
on the.night shifts in the defense 
plants. The \usual program of 
racing, judging exhibits and 
vaudeville will follow throughout 
Tuesday and Tuesday evening and 
during the day on Wednesday. 

A change from the usual fire- 
works display has been made nec- 
e:sary as the war has made _ re- 
quired powder impossible to  ob- 
tain. In place of the fireworks 
the trustees of the fair have en- 
gaged a much larger number of 
vaudeville acts and will present 
each night a full show of star at- 
tractions in front of the grand- 
stand. 

In a move to help in the war 
and to cheer our boys in the 
armed services the entire profits 
from the fair will, this year, be 
devoted to the war effort. One- 
half of the profits will be used 
to purchase war bonds and_ the 
other half will be set aside in a 
fund to be donated to the various 
war service organizations serving 
our army, navy and marine corps. 
In other years such pofits as have 
been realized from,the fair have 
been turned back into the grounds 
and buildings to maintain the fa- 
cilities and to improve the ac- 
commodations. 

The agricultural exhibits, from 
the farm and the home, which 
have always been the backbone of 
the Franklin County Fair, prom- 
ise to be more extensive than 
usual this year due to the in- 
crease interest in home grown and 
home prepared foods. All of the 
Grange booths in ‘the hall are be- 
spoken. Showing the work done 
by the litthe farmer will be the 
special classes devoted to the Vic- 
tory gardens. 4-H Clubs from the 
whole county are planning extra 
fine displays. Those in charge of 
the fair are very well pleased with 
the prospects for the 93rd year.
